ae Loe portion of tha Knyazhevo-Bankya highway with which informant is familiar 
leads from Knyazheve through Dinayabat village to a point three kilometers south 
ef Gorna Banyae The highway is six meters wide, has a base of hard, greenish 
cola ed crushed stone, a 1lS5-centimeter surfaces of gravel, and drainage ditches 
15 meters deepe The road is winding, but there are no tunnelse A stone bridge 
is located approximately one kilometer east of Knyazhevo. 


ee The read was constructed by a group of 15300 to 1,100 Trudovaks, approximately 
half of whem were ethnic Turks. Their barracks, located on the slopes of the 
Vitoska Mountains, were temporary wooden structures with asbestos roofs which 
were moved as the work progressede They were nine to 12 meters long, Mve to six 
meters wide, and two meters high. 


Ze One of the engineers for the construction work was a certain Tsankov, who was born 
in approximately 1909 or 1911, tall, cleanesheveny light complexion, wore a military 
wuiftorm, and Lived in Sofia.

lle The stretch of highway between Turgovishte and Omortag is six and cne-half meters 
wide, has a crushed rock bed with a mixture of gravel and sand, and is in good 
condition. A conerebe bridge six meters wide and 10 meters tong is located over 
the Bogaz Deresi stream two kilometers south of Turgovishtee 


(tre Burgas-Varna Railroad (May-September 1952) 


S, Informant is familiar with the portion of this railroad which is under construc- - 
tion near Obgor village, Pomorie district. This is te be a single-track line. 
Work commenced in March 1952 and is to be completed in two years! time; workers 
were preparing the roadbed as of May 162. 


6 A tunnel, 4,80 meters Longs is to be built between Nesebur and Obzor villages, 

. . approximetely eight kilomters west of Obzor. Several compression drills were 
purchased and it is possible that work on the tunel was begim in May 1952. A 
reinfor cad concrete “outlat" bridge, approximately nine meters long, is to be 
built 100 to 159 meters from the tunnel. ™ 

7, There are six engineers and 300 to 00 workers at Obgor. The engineers have their 

office im Obzor in a 2story stone building which is 12 meters long. They have one 
Seep. Informant deseribed one engineer as a Soviet, born in approximately 1907, 
sleaveshaven, dark complexion, medium height, black hair.
